Claim 1. (Currently Amended) A method of obtaining network Virtual Pr ivate Network fVPN) 
services on demand in a Multiprotocol Label Swi t ching fMPT.^ cojrn annicatio s network, the. 
method comprising the steps of: 

receiving a Session Initiation Protocol (SIP) message containms a truest for network 
VP N services VPN information from an initiating applicatio n, the SIP message cnntaininp th P 
request for network VPN services containi ng VPN informarinn ; an* 

registering the VPN information from the SIP message on a fte.Mr^commumcation 
network to cause the MP LS c om m u ni c ati on network to reserve networ k resources to establish 
the network VPN tunnels to pro vide the network VPN sflrvirre

Claim 3. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the step of register jig uses Multi-Protocol 
Border Gateway Protocol (MP-BGP) to distribute routing informaticn associated with the 
initiating application to the communication network.

Claim 6. (Original) The method of claim 5, wherein the request for nstwork VPN resources 
comprises VPN information including requested bandwidth, duration, and quality of service. 

Claim?. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 5, further comprising scaling the request 
ro the MPLS c ommimirflrirm network. 

Claim 8. (Original) The method of claim 7, wherein signaling the request to the communication 
network comprises instructing the communication network to reserve network VPN resources on 
a network VPN tunnel according to the VPN information. 
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Claim 9. (Original) The method of claim 5, further comprising forwarding <i SIP invite message 
toward a destination application. 

Claim 10. (Currently Amended) A computer-readable medium containing instructions for 
controlling at least one processor to perform a method of providing network VPN services on 
demand, the metliod comprising the steps of: 

using Session Initiation Protocol (SJP) signaling T n r egistering application-VPN~ID 
information associated with a first application on a communication network to reserve resource 
on the co mmunication network-; and 

interfacing with the communication network to obtain network VPN resources associated 
with the application-VPN-ID information upon receipt of a request for access to the network 
VPN resources from the first application. 

Claim 11. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 10, further uprising the step of 
mamtaining a mapping between the first application and the network VPN resources provided to 
the first application. 

Claim 12. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 10, further comprising the step of 
receiving session initiation protocol (SIP) signaling from a SIP agent abated with the first 
application and to generate SIP signaling directed to a second application. 

Claim 13. (Currently Amended) A Service - Virtual Private Network (S-VPN) gateway fbr 
Obtaining network Virtual Pri.nte Net work (VPN) ser v i ces on-den,^ in a M ultiP^, 
Switchinp fMPLSI communication nftfwnrV, comprising: 

a Session Initiation Protocol (SEP) server configured to receive a S IP rr,e« gaf taming 

a request for network VPN services, the STP m~ ggf ~ containing th* vpm j feiatioa; and 

a media si^nalinp pathway configured to register the VPM inW tion *~m the "TP

(Original) The S-VPN gateway of claim 13, wherein fte SIP server is further 
configured to handle SIP signaling to enable the first application to request access to said 
network VPN services.
